Exxon's precise 
plan approved

The Countv Planning Commission by a 5-4 vote late Wednesday 
mended approval of a precise plan for onshore facilities for the proved 
million Exxon Corp complex in Las Flores and Corral Canyons west of 
The commission by the same vote also approved the time extension to May. 
27. 1977 of a permit for an electrical substation and underground pipeline also 
related to projected development of oil and gas from federal leaseholds off the 
Refugio-El Capitan area in Western Santa Barbara Channel 
¡Manning Director Britt Johnson said the commission’s action, if upheld by 
the board of supervisors will mean that Exxon can go ahead with mass grading 
of the upper canyon site “ as s(X>n as appropriate conditions are met “ 
The precise plan as approved also involves an oil and gas processing plant, 
storage unit, roadways and other facilities in the canyon areas some 20 miles 
west of Santa Barbara 
Exxon officials said the approval marks another step forward in the com­ 
pany plans to set up an initial offshore platform in deep water of the channel by 
mid-1976 with drilling scheduled to begin late that year or early 1977 on the 
basis of being granted all county and state permits 
V'Oting approval of the Exxon plant were chairman John F Adam Jr.. Robert 
C Lilley. Dr M.V Duncan. Darwin Sainz. Mrs Don Hamister Voting against 
the approval were Mrs Peter Bratt. Harwood White Jr . Mrs Tom Nielsen and 
Mrs Robert Looker. 
Motorcyclists battle 
criticisms of area

Some 60 motorcycle enthusiasts rode 
into the Parks and Recreation Commis­ 
sion meeting last night and said that the 
few people who are complaining about 
the noise and dust coming from the 
motorcycle recreation area in the Santa 
Ynez River Park are just going to have 
to live with it. 
Three residents who live near the 
motorcvcle recreation area — Andy 
Ross, Ann Calvert and Donna Starbuck 
— voiced their complaints about motor­ 
cycle noise and dust that is carried by 
the wind into their homes beginning daily 
at 3 p.m. until dark. 
Retained by six property owners in the 
area Harry H Lukk of LaB Associates 
of Lompoc, environm ental and 
educational consultants, submitted a let­ 
ter to the commission which described 
the motorcycle recreation area as an 
“ eyesore” that generates excessive 
noise and dust. 
The letter requested that the commis­ 
sion “ go on record for urgent im­ 
plementation. as a minimum” of four 
corrective actions; 
-Establish a park police or ranger 
force to insure posted regulations are 
complied with 
-Landscape the facility by planting 
fast growing shrubs and trees for screen­ 
ing, noise absorption and dust contain­ 
ment 
—Establish procedures to water the 
track to prevent dust clouds outside the 
perimeter of the facility. 
—Issue a policy statement that the 


area is intended for recreational use by 
individuals and no permits will be issued 
for organized competitive events. 
Twelve motorcycle owners defended 
the motorcycle recreation area before 
the commission, claiming the noise level 
of most bikes are within the law and 
that, in fact, the sheriff’s department 
has received less complaints about 
motorcycle noise since the area opened 
last month, 
Jon Phelps. 220 South F St.. compared 
the noise level in the recreation area 
with the noise from traffic around Ryon 
Park at night and said. “ This has been a 
problem for 20 years and nothing has 
been done about it” 
Concerning the noise of the motorcycle 
recreation area, he said, “ This is 
something these people are just going to 
have to live with.” 
Lukk explained later, “ We are trying 
to work out a solution, rather than shut 
the place down The majority of the peo­ 
ple who use it aren’t creating the 
problem. You can hear it. but it is a din 
vou can live with.” 
“ There are just a few violators, ” he 
added 
The commission will review the issue 
in three months, after Lukk and some 
volunteer motorcyclists monitor the 
noise level in the area during that time. 
“ We’ve got to establish the noise level. 
That’s the issue, I feel,’’ remarked Dan 
Hovaer. a member of Lompoc Slo-Pokes, 
a motorcycle club 
The motorcyclists agreed they would 
work to correct excessively loud bikes 
found in the recreation area. 
Thousands of workers trap 
Portuguese prime minister 


LISBON, Portugal (UP I) - Thousands 
of construction workers trapped Prime 
Minister Jose Pinheiro de Azevedo in his 
official residence today then swarmed 
into the palace gardens to prevent his es­ 
caping by helicopter. 
The workers, who called for a 
nationwide general strike in support of 
their wage demand action, moved swift­ 
ly when an air force helicopter touched 
down in the garden to deliver food to 
Azevedo and the handful of other of­ 
ficials trapped with him. 
As the helicopter swooped in, the 
demonstrators broke through the doors 
of the main building of the Sao Bento 
Palace complex and rushed into the gar­ 
den surrounding the prime minister’s 
residence. 
Workers inside the garden said the 
prime minister received the food, but 
they reasserted their demand that he re­ 
main their prisoner until he agrees to 
their claims for a wage boost. 
The new outburst at Sao Bento came as 
political parties on all sides mobilized 
their forces for a showdown in what

politicians dubbed as Portugal’s “ worst 
crisis.” 
The Socialists and left-of-center 
Popular Democrats urged President 
Francisco da Costa Gomes to take 
military action to rescue the prime 
minister. 
“ Democracy is being threatened in the 
streets and must be fought for in the 
streets,” a statement issued by the 
Popular Democrats said. 
About 200 deputies of Portugal’s con­ 
stituent assembly were blockaded inside 
the assembly building in an all night 
siege but allowed to flee without violence 
shortly before the workers took over the 
building. 
More than 20,000 workers, many wear­ 
ing overalls and construction helmets, 
crowded the streets around the grounds 
of the government palace, demanding a 
25 per cent pay hike. 
They formed a corridor to allow the 
200 deputies of the constituent assembly 
to withdraw, but Azevedo and his aides 
remained trapped in a nearby official 
residence without food and water. 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - A former 
Gulf Oil lobbyist flew to Florida and Ten­ 
nessee in 1970 to give $7,000 from an 
alleged illegal fund to two Republican 
congressmen seeking Senate seats, 
federal court records showed today. 
Court records also indicated contribu­ 
tions were made by other former Gulf of­ 
ficials to Boston Mayor Kevin White and 
former Gov. Francis Sargent of Mas­ 
sachusetts about the same time 
The naming of Sen. William Brock, R- 
Tenn , and former Rep. William Cramer, 
R-Fla., raised to at least 18 the number 
of current and former members of 
Congress who allegedly received illegal 
campaign contributions from Gulf since 
1960 
Thomas P Kerester. a Gulf tax lob­ 
byist between 1964 and 1974, said in the 
court records he got the money from 
former Gulf vice president Claude Wild 
who was convicted of making illegal 
campaign contributions to two 1972 
presidential candidates. 
Both Brock and Cramer gave up their 
House seats in 1970 to run for the Senate 
Brock defeated incumbent Democrat 


Albert Gore in a close race. Cramer lost 
to Democrat Lawton Chiles. 
A spokesman for Brock said the 
senator does not know Kerester and does 
not recall meeting him. The spokesman 
said Brock’s campaign files for 1970 
were being reviewed. 
In a sworn statement filed with the 
court, Kesterer said Wild gave him an 
envelope containing $2,000 in cash and a 
blank check Kesterer said he flew to 
Tennessee where he met Brock and was 
told to make the check payable to 
Citizens for Brock Committee. Kesterer 
said the check was written for $3,000. 
A few weeks earlier, Kesterer said he 
flew to Florida where he met Cramer’s 
aide, Dick Haber, at the airport. 
“ I think we had a cup of coffee I gave 
him the envelope As I recall, Mr. Haber 
counted the money and I caught the next 
trip back to Washington.” Kesterer said 
He said the envelope contained 20 $100 
bills

WASHINGTON (U P Il - President 
Ford must nominate a replacement for 
Justice William 0 
Douglas on the

A White House spokesman said today 
Ford’s selection will come “ within the 
next few weeks” 
Sources in the White House and on 
Capitol Hill agree Congress would find it 
extremely hard to turn a woman away 
from the court 
Amid snap speculation that HUD 
Secretary Carla Hills. 41. and Attorney 
General F^ward H. Levi, 64. are among 
the leading candidates. Betty Ford said 
Wednesday she would push hard for a 
woman on the highest court in the land 
The League of Women Voters joined 
Mrs. Ford today in pressing for a woman 
to join the eight men remaining on the 
court 
“ Such an historic act would reaffirm 
your commitment to the principle that 
women are able to shoulder the burdens 
of high office and share in the respon- 
sibilitv of providing justice for all 
Americans.” the league said in a 
telegram to Ford 
Sheila Rabb Weidenfeld. the first 
lady’s press secretary, said Mrs Ford 
told her Wednesday after Douglas 
retired that she will “ talk to him (the 
President)” about the appointment of a 


Bank investments 
in New York told 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Figures com­ 
piled by the Federal Reserve showed to­ 
day that 546 banks across the country 
have at least 20 per cent of their capital 
invested in New York securities 
The figures showed the 546 banks, with 
total deposits of $111 billion, own $4 2 
billion worth of securities issued by New 
York City. New York State or state agen­ 
cies. 
The number of banks with that degree 
of “ exposure” to the consequences of 
default in New York was about 100 more 
than previously thought 
Rep 
Benjamin Rosenthal. D-N Y . 
chairman of the House subcommittee on 
commerce, consumer and monetary af­ 
fairs. made the list public today He said 
“ some” of the banks “ will not survive” 
if New York City defaults on its obliga­ 
tions. 
But federal bank regulatory agencies 
have said only a handful of banks would 
be threatened and Federal Reserve 
Chairman Arthur F Burns has pledged 
to use the Federal Reserve’s $90 billion 
in reserve to shore up banks threatened 
because of default 
A bank’s capital is the amount invested 
in it by its shareholders — not its total 
assets

Justice Douglas retires 
after longest court term 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - William 0 
Douglas. 77. his body drained by “ inces­ 
sant and demanding pain.” retired from 
the Supreme Court Wednesday to end the 
longest term on tlx* bench in history The 
retirement optmed the possibility today 
that President Ford might pick a woman 
for the spot 
Douglas visited the Supmme ('ourt to­ 
day. perhaps to begin cleaning out a desk 
and files packed with important and 
often controversial decisions stretching 
over 36 years 
The White House said a replacement 
would be nominated within “ the next few 
weeks” There was a growing campaign, 
including from the President’s wife, for 
Ford to nominate the first woman ever 


to the high court 
HUD .St'cretary i'arla Hills. 41, a Stan 
ford I niversity and Yale Law Sc’hcx»! 
graduate and a numbc'r of other women 
were rnention<‘d as possible justices 
Douglas who was partially paraly/ed 
by a stroke nearly a year ago. exchanged 
only a few words with reporters outside* 
his home as he was pushnl to his car in a 
wheelchair He did not indicate how he 
felt about a woman on the* ccmrt 
But in his memoirs Dougla: expressed 
pleasure* when his young wife. Cathv. got 
her law degree and said that women in 
the bar “ 1 thought was healthy 
not 
b<‘cause women wen* a cure for the 
medio( ritV of the profes .ion 
but 
fx'cause manv have (listinct contribu 


tmns to make in the law “ 
‘And furthermore 
he wrote “ it is 


imptirtant that they be liberated from 
the caste system that has plagued most 
societies ” 
Douglas’ illness accomplished the 
longtime goal of many of his enemies, 
who at one time included President 
Ford who re( eived Douglas retirement 
letter Wednesday 
Although he had hoped to carry on his

wrote that he reali/ed

Tax reform 
unit gives 
testimony 


The Santa Barbara County 
Citizens Tax Reform Commit­ 
tee "short-range plan" for 
propert y tax 
r e f o r m was 
presented today to the Senate 
Revenue and Tax Com mittee by 
Chester Knutila. of Santa Bar­ 
bara. the com m ittee chairman 


Knutila. executive secretary 
of the County Taxpayers Assn , 
told the com m ittee in the Los 
Angeles session that the county 
group, appointed by the Board 
of Supervisors, recommended 
that the present Home owners 
Property Tax Relief exemption 
be boosted from $1.750 to $5.000 
as one of its chief aims. 


This plan, endorsed by the 
.Santa Barbara County super­ 
visors and presented by Super­ 
visor Robert E Kallman to the 
County Supervisors Assn. of 
California recently, also calls 
for increasing the present 
R enters Incom e Tax credit 
from $45 maximum to $90. and 
that both of these increases be

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Ford seeks more freedom 
Morocco, Spain nearing 
for truck, bus industry 


W ASHINGTON (U P I) - 
President Ford today recom­ 
mended that the trucking and 
bus industries be allowed 
greater freedom to raise or 
lower rates without govern­ 
ment interference 
He also proposed that new 
truck and bus lines be allowed 
to enter the market more freely 
and that governmental regula­ 
tions which force inefficient 
practices be eliminated. 
Ford met with Transporta­ 
tion Secretary William T 
Coleman Jr at the White House 
before sending the request to 
Congress 
Ford urged Coleman and 
other officials “ to work like the 
devil to get this passed,’’ press 
secretary Ron Nessen told 
reporters. 
Coleman said Ford’s long- 
awaited legislation to ease the 
Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sion’s regulation of the truck 
and bus industries would “ bring 
about reduced costs of services 
by the motor carrier industry 
and increased operating and 
fuel efficiency in the industry — 
all accruing to the benefit of the 
consumer,’’ 


The American Trucking As­ 
sociation, spokesman for the 
major truck lines, called the 
proposal “ the ultimate in 
governmental irresponsibility.” 
The ATA said the bill would 
destroy stability in transporta­ 
tion and disrupt the country’s 
marketing and distribution sys­ 
tem. 


Ford earlier sent Congress 
legislation to ease the maze of 
government regulation in the 
railroad industry and the air­ 
line industry. The three bills 
together are designed to lower 
prices to the consumer through 
greater competition. 


“ The President feels there 
may be opposition from special 
interest groups but he feels this 
gives an all-round better deal to 
consumers and improves com­ 
petition in the industry,’’ Nes­ 
sen said. 


China journey 


set Nov. 29 


W ASHIN GTO N (U P I) - 
President Ford will leave Nov. 
29 on his state visit to China, the 
White House said today. 


Other sources said Ford 
would arrive in Peking on Dec. 
1 and remain four days. 


The dates for the trip were 
settled earlier this week after 
some apparent friction between 
the United States and China. 
Diplomatic sources said the 
trouble stemmed in part from 
Chinese criticism of America’s 
detente policy toward the 
Soviet Union. 


Ford also is expected to stop 
in Indonesia and the Philippines 
during his trip to bolster U.S. 
status in Asia in the aftermath 
of the Vietnam War.

Flu season warning given 


HOUSTON (U PI) - The up­ 
coming flu season is unlikely to 
be of epidemic proportions, but 
experts still warn against skip­ 
ping vaccinations, especially 
for the elderly and infirm 
“ We believe there will be lit­ 
tle. very little activity in in­ 
fluenza this winter, but that has 
to be hedged a little.’’ said Dr. 
Robert Couch, director of the 
Influenza Research Center. 
Couch said a new strain of in­ 
fluenza. called Victoria flu, has 
been isolated in Australia. He 
said it could strike persons who 
had flu last year because it is sl­ 
ightly different from the Port 
Chalmers flu which caused 
most of last season’s cases. 
Persons infected by one 
strain of flu are immune to that 
particular strain, but will be 
susceptible when the flu virus 
changes or mutates. Normally, 
it takes about five years for a 
strain to mutate, but Port

Radioactive implants now be­ 
ing used to treat malignant 
tumors work as well as surgery 
without problems of disfigure­ 
ment. tests show. 
Dr. Nissar Sayed, assistant 
profesor of radiology at the 
University of Southern Califor­ 
nia. said the uncommon treat­ 
ment called interstitial im­ 
plants has been successful in 70 
per cent of 94 cases of advanced 
cancer — including cancer of 
the breast, vagina, rectum, 
tongue and lip 
“We get complications but 
far fewer than with surgery or 
conventional radiation." Sayed 
said 
He said most of the 94 cases 
treated with this method were 
advanced tumors that had 


ment He noted that the 70 per 
cent success rate was good. 


cases were advanced and other 


treatments had not worked 
Sayed said he is especially in­ 
terested in using interstitial im­ 
plants in treating early breast 
cancer, instead of surgery. In 
some cases, he added, just the 
tumor could be removed by sur­ 
gery and the implants used to 
treat the rest of the breast in­ 
stead of removing the entire 
breast 


This might be helpful for 
women who face psychological 
problems because of the remo­ 
val of a breast, he suggested. 


Most physicians agree, howe­ 
ver, that in early stages of 
breast cancer, surgery has been 
proved the best control of the 
cancer

By BETTY LAURENT 
Prompted by a telephone request 
for instructions on making a good 
pecan pie. we bring you today one 
remembered as popular many years 
ago Our caller was planning her 
Thanksgiving Day menu This is a 
rich pie, perhaps more suitable 
after a meal less filling than the 
usual holiday fare Especially when 
piled high with whipped cream, 
which is the way I like it However, 
here it is. 
Pecan Pie 
Beat four whole eggs, add 4 cup 
sugar and 14 pts. of dark Karo 
syrup, a pinch of salt. 1 tsp vanilla 
and 1 tbsp. of melted butter 
Line a pie tin with your favorite 
crust and spread bottom with 
pecans Pour the mixture over this 
and bake in a 350 degree oven 
Perhaps our readers will prefer 
the recipe offered in the Dear Abbv 
column published last year 
Kentucky Pecan Pie 
1 cup white corn syrup 
I cup dark brown syrup 
1 3 tsp salt 
1 3 cup melted butter ormargarine 


1 tsp vanilla 
3 eggs (slightly beaten) 
1 heaping cup shelled whole 
pecans 


Combine syrup, sugar, salt, but­ 
ter, vanilla, and mix well. Add sl­ 
ightly beaten eggs Pour into a 9- 
mch unbaked pie shell 
Sprinkle 
pecans over all Bake in pre-heated 
oven (350 degrees) for approximate­ 
ly 45 minutes. 
When cool, you may top with 
whipped cream or ice cream. 
Vegetable suggestions for the holi­ 
day meal include a tasty salad made 
by my sister-in-law, Allene Stewart 
of Chico. 


Spinach Salad 
Dressing 
1 tbsp minced dried 
onion. 2 tbsp minced celery, 4 tsp 
minced parsley and 1 tsp. bell pep­ 
per. minced. Add 4 cup catsup, 4 
cup salad oil, 4 cup red wine 
vinegar, 4 tsp sugar. 4 tsp. salt, 4 
tsp Worcestershire sauce. 4 tsp. 
each of dry mustard, oregano, garlic 
powder 
Beat ingredients together and 
leave in refrigerator over night 


2 bunches fresh spinach, washed, 
stemmed and dried Tear into bite 
sized pieces. Pour just enough dres­ 
sing over it to coat leaves. Add chop­ 
ped hard cooked eggs (four are right 
for this amount of salad which will 
serve ten.) 
During my childhood days, the 
family Thanksgiving dinner always 
included escalloped onions. No 
special recipe is required. Just slice 
onions thin (whatever number it 
takes to fill your casserole). Salt 
and pepper to taste; place in baking 
dish, cover with cracker crumbs 
rolled fine; dot with butter and 
cover with hot milk Bake until soft.

The youths beat and robbed a 
dozen riders in the back of the 
bus, grabbing for wallets and 
purses, hitting them with text­ 
books and grinding lighted 
cigarettes on the victims. 


"It was terrifying," Lucie 
Delao. 50, said of her ordeal 
aboard the bus Tuesday after­ 
noon "We were helpless." 


By Wednesday, police had 
arrested only two girls in con­ 
nection with the incident, one a 
16-vear-old Mission High School 
student. 


Mrs. Delao identified one of 
the girls as the person who 
smashed a raw egg on her head 
during the melee, rubbed the 
goo on her head and wiped her 
hand off on another passenger’s 
face 


Six persons were injured dur­ 
ing the attack and about $75 was 
stolen, in addition to personal 
belongings, police said. 


The youths escaped out of the 
bus’ windows after driver Leon 
Bellamy was able to radio for 
help.

Hearst case 
subpoenas 
issued 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The government has begun issu­ 
ing subpoenas to some of the 
persons questioned during the 
F B I’s 19lvmonth nationwide 
search for newspaper heiress 
Patricia Hearst and the Sym- 
bionese Liberation Army 
Secret subpoenas have been 
issued for at least 50 persons 
who were caught in the bizarre 
path of the young woman's trail 
— one that began with her kid­ 
nap in Berkeley, Calif. led to a 
farmhouse in Pennsylvania and 
ended with her capture in a 
modest San Francisco apart­ 
ment. 
U S Attorney James Brown­ 
ing said Wednesday more sub­ 
poenas may be made out for 
witnesses to appear for the 
government at the scheduled 
Dec 15 armed bank robbery 
trial of Miss Hearst. who took 
the revolutionary name 
"Tania" after joining the SLA 
Under federal court procedu­ 
re, there is no requirement that 
the names of the witnesses be 
made public before they testify, 
but the prosecution must give a 
list of its witnesses to the 
defense prior to the start of the 
trial. 
The trial of Miss Hearst on 
charges of taking part in the 
holdup of a San Francisco bank 
along with members of the SLA 
in April, 1974. could be delayed 
because of a related develop­ 
ment Wednesday in the Ninth 
U S Circuit Court of Appeals 
The appellate court ruled the 
time spent in psychiatric ex­ 
aminations of a defendant may 
be excluded from a federal law 
requirement that the trial begin 
within 90 davs of the arrest 
The ruling was made in the 
case of Sara Jane Moore, who is 
accused of trying to shoot 
President Ford, but it also 
could apply to the Hearst case 
Miss Hearst’s attorneys have 
argued that her trial should be 
delayed for the same reasons 


Al Johnson, one of Miss 
Hearst’s lawyers, said he spoke 
to U S District Judge Oliver 
Carter after the decision and 
the judge agreed to hold a 
special hearing Monday to as­ 
sess the ruling as regards the 
Hearst case. 
Birds cause 
DC10 jet 
blaze 


NEW YORK (UPI) - A flock 
of birds sucked into an engine 
caused a DC10 jet to erupt in 
flames during takeoff at Kenne­ 
dy Airport Wednesday, but the 
airplane skidded to a stop 
without serious injury to the 139 
persons aboard 


Officials said 63 persons, 
mostly rescue workers, were 
treated for minor injuries. 


The Overseas National Air­ 
ways jet’s right engine scooped 
up the birds just as the plane 
reached its takeoff speed of 
more than 150 miles per hour. 
The engine caught fire and fell 
from the plane’s wing moments 
after the huge craft left the 
ground, about 200 yards from 
the end of the runway, which 
points toward Jamaica Bay. 


Reacting within seconds, the 
pilot threw his engines into 
reverse, slammed on the 
brakes and managed to bring 
the jet to a screeching halt in 
the mud at the end of the 
runway 
All aboard were 
evacuated by airport police and 
firemen as the fire began to 
spread. 


Flames moved across the 
wing and through the cabin of 
the $20 million plane, complete­ 
ly destroying the interior 


The plane was carrying 129 
ONA employes and io crew 
members to Saudi Arabia to 
work on charter flights for 
religious pilgrims to Mecca 


Twelve rescue crewmen and 
one 
passenger 
were 
hospitalized and reported in 
"fair to good" condition 
The airport was closed to 
traffic for about 24 hours after 
the incident 
In Raleigh. N C , Wednesday 
night, an Eastern Airlines 727 
jet with 131 persons aboard ran 
off a rain slicked runway into a 
nearby field as it tried to land 
Four passengers were slight­ 
ly injured as they slid down 
emergency shutes at Raleigh- 
Durham airport 
The plane, arriving from 
Atlanta, hit the wet runway and 
skidded onto a grassy field, 
leaving behind its landing gear 
and one of its three engines 
Rescue crews rushed to the 
crippled jet. but there was no 
fire 
In addition to the 131 pas­ 
sengers. Eastern officials said 
the plane carried a crew of 
eight

jured 28 persons at the Trat­ 
toria Fiori across the street 
from Scott’s, 
Police said all the victims ap­ 
peared to be British 
Two 
American diners — James and 
Vivienne Dowsdall of Evanston. 
Ill — escaped injury 
“ The pictures fell from the 
walls and then the restaurant 


was filled with black smoke."

2,000 acres 
under fire 
in canyon 


SANTA PAULA (UPI) - A 
blazing fire fanned by dry winds 
of up to 40 miles an hour has 
charred more than 2,000 acres 
of canyon brushland on the out­ 
skirts of Santa Paula. 
This is the second major fire 
in Ventura County in two days. 
Fire authorities said the 
blaze broke out shortly after 
midnight on the north side of 
South Mt. five miles from here 
and about 40 miles north of Los 
Angeles. 


Before daybreak, there were 
29 engine companies from Ven­ 
tura County on the scene and 
five engine companies from Los 
Angeles. Five more were en 
route from the Santa Barbara 
Fire Department and 10 more 
from the California Division of 
Forestry. 
A helicopter, seven ground 
crews and four firebombing 
planes also were on alert, 
waiting for daylight More than 
150 firefighters were working 
the lines. 


Two evacuation centers were 
set up, one at Santa Paula 
Union High School and one at 
Buena High in Ventura Per­ 
sons on the outskirts of Santa 
Paula were notified to prepare 
to evacuate their homes 


One fireman suffered a 
sprained ankle. Fire officials 
said several structures have 
been burned, but were unable to 
give an estimate of damage or 
of the ex a ct num ber of 
buildings on fire 


A fire about 25 miles away 
Wednesday on the border of 
Ventura and Los Angeles coun­ 
ties blackened 800 acres of 
brushland and threatened the 
small community of Box Ca­ 
nyon 


'Helter Skelter' 
in libel suit 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - An 
attorney who defended a 
Charles Manson follower in the 
brutal Tate-LaBianca murders 
filed a $3.5 million libel suit 
against Vincent Bugliosi, Man­ 
son s prosecutor and author of a 
book on the Manson “family.” 
The suit was filed in Superior 
Court Wednesday by Paul 
Fitzgerald, who claimed that 
Bugliosi libeled him in his book 
“Helter Skelter: The True 
Story of the Manson Murders.” 
Bugliosi was deputy district 
attorney at the time of the 1970 
trial of Manson, Patricia Kren- 
winkel and several other 
followers Fitzgerald defended 
Miss Krenwinkel, who was con­ 
victed with Manson for the 
deaths of actress Sharon Tate 
and six others. 
Fitzgerald, who gave up a job 
in the public defender’s office 
to take the Krenwinkel case, 
claimed in his suit that 14 pas­ 
sages in the book made the at­ 
torney look incompetent, held 
him up to ridicule and has dis­ 
couraged prospective clients 
from hiring him

Hayden wants 
Tunney to 
repay loans 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Tom Hayden, the political ac­ 
tivist running against Sen John 
Tunney in C^alifornia’s 
Democratic primary, wants the 
Federal Elections Commission 
to make Tunney repay more 
than $100.000 in loans from his 
1970 campaign 
“ Allowing these excessive 
loans to remain on the books 
during the 1976 Senate race is 
an evasion of the spirit of the 
new federal campaign laws," a 
letter sent to the commission 
by Hayden's office maintains 


“ By not beginning each cam­ 
paign with a clean slate, incum­ 
bents are encouraged to post­ 
pone indefinitely the repay­ 
ment of debts, thereby circum­ 
venting the effects of contribu­ 
tion ceilings set forth in the new 
election reforms. 


“ All debts should be resolved 
from each past election before 
a candidate begins to spend on a 
current campaign” 


The letter says all of the 
$104.450 in unpaid loans exceed 
the current limit of $1,000 in 
contributions, and suggests that 
Tunney's continued delay of 
payment makes the old loans 
similar to new donations. 


A spokesman for the Tunney 
campaign said the incumbent 
has raised about $181.000 so far 
toward next year’s campaign, a 
fund that would be severely 
depleted by repayment of the 
old loans 


The Tunney spokesman also 
claimed that the 1970 loans had 
no relation to the 1976 cam­ 
paign

Super punter 
gives Raiders 
booming edge

years ago when the Oakland ftaiders made 
draft history by selecting a punter. Ray Ouy of 
Southern Mississippi, on the opening round 
How can the Raiders wa.ste their precious 
first pick 
they were the 23rd team on the 
draft list that winter 
on a player who gets 
into a game only five or six times'’ 
Nobody's doubting Oakland’s choice 
anymore 
in three short seasons. Ouy has become so 
proficient in his sf)ecialty that some old-timers 
have N’giin to compare him with the NPT/s all- 
time punters 
Siimmy Baugh. Bob Water- 
field Horace Oillom and Norm Van Brocklin 
“ I don't think I can kick much better than I 
am right now." (iuy said recently “ I know I 
could average more yards per kick if I want to. 
but that's not the idea " 
In his first season, the 6 foot-3, 190-pound Ouy 
averaged a hefty 45 3 yards per kick A year 
later, it was down to 42 2. but it should he 
remembered that the NFl. instituted the rule 
where only the wide men could leave the line of 


.scrimmage before the punter got his kick off 
Fight games into the 1975 season, Ouy is up 
to a hefty 46 4 yards per punt on 39 kicks 
But his effectiveness should be measured 
more in terms of returns and where oppfinents 
begin their first play after his kicks 
Of his punts, only 13 have been returned for 
plus yardage, less than half of the Raiders’ 
returns On offense, opponents start plays 73 2 
yards away from the Oakland goal line while 
the Raiders begin an average of 58 9 yards 
away 
Ouy’s performance has not been overlooked 
by coach John Madden 
'i t ’s not an accident we went after him in 
the draft," he said "Everybody talks about a 
strong kicking game, but we wanted to do 
something abtiut it 
"Our punting is an integral part of our game 
plan And as you can see. it has made a big dif­ 
ference F’eople talk about field position, well, 
we’ve been getting it most of the time thanks 
to R a y " 
---- 
"1 really can feel the control this year." the 
25-vear-old Guv said " I ’m getting the ball up 


in the air and I’m putting the ball right where 1 
want to 1 have a good idea of how far I can 
kick the ball and .still get good coverage 
"That area is between 45 and 55 yards and 
I've been able to put it in there But I've had 
lots of help I’m getting good blocking and the 
outside men have been getting down there 
They’ve been covering like a big net"

2 more teams sinking 
ABA on entdangerecJ list? 


By MILTON RICHMAN 
NEW YORK (UPI) — The next question is obvious. Will 
the ABA be the next league to fold’’ 
Dave DeBusschere says no, but keep in mind he’s a friend­ 
ly witness He’s the ABA commissioner. Whadd’ya expect 
him to say. the whole league is gonna fall apart? Commis­ 
sioners don’t talk that way. 
Other people do. though, and what many of them are say­ 
ing is that the ABA’s troubles aren’t necessarily over simply 
because San Diego and Baltimore both found they couldn’t 
hack it anymore and went out of business inside the past 
three weeks. 
The ABA is down to eight teams now. It could be reduced 
to six before long because the Spirits of St. Louis and 
Virginia Squires are playing their home games virtually in 
private. They’re drawing, as the saying goes, flies, and when 
you’re paying some of your players like Marvin Barnes 
$300,000, Maurice Lucas $200,000 and Don Chaney also 
$200.000, the way St. Louis is, and people aren’t even showing 
up to see them* the only course left to you suddenly grows 
clearer and clearer. 
Remember the W FL’’ In case you’ve forgotten, it used to 
be a football league and had trouble drawing people also. 
Now it’s only a memory. 
“We’re not like the W FL,” says Dave DeBusschere. "We 
have strong franchises. Naturally, I can’t be excited with the 
position the league is in now compared with the one it was in 


last August, but I think we’ve come out of all this with a 
positive attitude. We can have eight of the best teams in 
basketball." 
That’s nice optimistic talk, but it doesn’t solve the serious 
problems in St. Louis and Virginia. 
Harry Weltman is absolutely right there, but in this day 
and age of frantic business, business, business, whoever 
bothers his head thinking about such a thing as sport? Only 
the poor fan, who keeps being bled more and more for a 
ticket. 
Those players opposed to any merger between the ABA 
and NBA contend it would restrict their bargaining power. 
Now isn’t that dreadful! Instead of $200,000 a season, some 
of them would have to find some way to make ends meet on 
only $150,000. Worse yet. if any more of these basketball 
teams fold, some players might even have to go out and work 
for a living. 
I wonder how many of them could find a job. 
Should that happen, it might not be long before the ABA 
and NBA are forced to merge despite the vigorous objection 
of the NBA players, who have had a court injunction for 
some time now preventing the two leagues from con­ 
solidating. 
" I think the honeymoon in sports is over,” says Weltman. 
"The future of professional basketball could well be in the 
hands of the players themselves. They will have to see that a 
merger is in the best interests of the sport.” 
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WITH THEIR SHADOWS trying to keep pace, cross country runners Bob Nunez of 
Lompoc and Bob Tapia of Cabrillo head for the finish line in yesterday’s intra-city 
match Tapia caught Nunez and passed him to take individual homors, but Lompoc 
won the meet (see stor>’ next page) to remain undefeated in league.

Q Do you think it s right that only 48 men can be taken along on a 
college football traveling squad, while the home team can suit up 
60° — R W.. Birmingham. Ala 
A No If it were up to me. I'd restrict the players in uniform for 
the home team to 48. too It's time to get rid of the college football 
syndrome of paid mercenaries You can play a football game easi­ 
ly with 48 men If the rest need to build character, let them turn out 
for intramural football. 


Q Can you explain the sudden emergence of many relatively 
small men. such as Archie Griffin, as the top running backs in the 
college football0 - RV., Columbus. 0 
A Quickness, is a premium quality in the quick-striking offenses 
such as the “ veer” and the “ wishbone'’ used in college football to­ 
day The top three rushers in 1974. all back this season, were 5-9 
Louie Giammona of Utah State. 5-9 Archie of Ohio State and 5-8 
Bill Marek of Wisconsin All are also chunky, in the 180-190-pound 
range. Oklahoma’s brilliant Joe Washington is. at 5-10. another

Q Wasn't it Carl Mays of the New York Yankees and of the Cin­ 
cinnati Reds, the submarine pitcher who accidentally beaned and 
killed a player during the 1915-1925 era of organized baseball? — 
Joseph McGarry, Cincinnati. 0. 
A On Aug. 16. 1920. Ray Chapman, the shortstop for the 
Cleveland Indians, was struck in the head by a rising pitch from 
Mayes and died in the hospital the next morning after brain sur­ 
gery. Chapman was the only player ever killed by a pitched ball in 
major league competition. He was crowding the plate, and Yankee 
catcher Muddy Ruel claimed the pitch was in the strike zone 


Q What does it cost approximately to keep a team medically fit? 
That includes, besides basic care, the expense of operations, etc. — 
P M Cincinnati. 0. 
A I just completed a cost analysis with a typical NFL Club, and 
it broke down to something like this: cost of doctors and hospitals 
(above insurance coverage) — $35,000; medical travel (for doctors 
and injured players) — $7,000: trainer’s department (including 
salaries) — $80,000; workmen’s compensation — $135,000: injured 
player’s payroll - $50,000 That totals up to $307,000. The most in­ 
teresting item is $25,000 just for tape used by trainers! 


Q What major college football team has won the most national 
championships? I heard that it was the Oklahoma Sooners. — Scott 
Wilson. Sanger. Calif. 
A You heard wrong. Of course, there is no official national 
championship but checking back to 1924. when the nebulous title 
was first proclaimed, and using the wire service designates. 
Oklahoma has won only four times. 1950-’55-’56-’74. Notre Dame is 
the all-time champ, with nine — 1924-'29-’30-'43-'46- 47-'49-’66-'73. 


Q I have played baseball and been a fan for many years. I have 
some questions on the pitching mound 1) Why is it elevated? 2) Is 
the mound height standard in all ball parks0 3) Has the mound been 
elevated from the game’s start in the 1800s? — Royce Henry. 
Hayward. Calif. 
A. It is elevated to give the pitcher more leverage in his delivery, 
to give him sort of a launching platform At the same time, there is 
some claim it helps the batter see the ball better also because it 
isn’t coming at him on a level plateau. The height of the mound is 
now standard in all parks, 10 inches above the level of home plate 
It wasn’t always elevated — early baseball lithographs show it on 
level ground. 


Parting shot: 


I don’t see how bona fide free agent football players, as most of 
the World Football League veterans are, can be denied the right to 
work — this season or next. Just as John Gilliam wasn’t when his 
team folded earlier in the season.

order fleeces taxpayers 


Some wise words were ex­ 
pressed recen tly by Kirk 
West, executive vice-president 
of the California Taxpayers 
Association, before the Senate 
Revenue and Taxation Com­ 
mittee during an interim hear­ 
ing. 
It is West’s contention that 
the tax control mechanisms 
voted by the legislature in SB 
90 and subsequent legislation 
are in need of repair, but not 
repeal. 
West strongly stresses the 
n e e d f o r e f f e c t i v e a nd 
reasonable expenditure con­ 
trols to hold down the growth 
of property taxes. 
“ The best expenditure con­ 
trol is an elected official who 
will say ‘no’ to non-essential 
spending,” West said. “ There 
are no shortcuts. Attention 
must be paid to unspectacular 
s u b j e c t s s uc h as publ i c 
employe compensation levels; 
fringe benefits and pension 
programs, 
staffing patterns 
and workoads; position clas­ 
sifications; 
proper manage­ 
ment techniques; and effec­ 
tive evaluation of ongoing 


WASHINGTON - The old razzle- 
dazzle. he's up, he’s down, he’s out. he’s 
finished, is the familiar interpretation of 
the Ford administration shakeup, In­ 
finitely more important than the fate of 
any individual is the significance in 
poiicy for a further easing of tensions 
and a possible reduction of the vast 
mountain of nuclear 
arm s on each side of 
the ideological divide. 
Jam es Schlesinger 
was a hardliner. At the 
outset he sought to br­ 
ing about a subtle 
change in America’s 
n u c le a r p o licy . A 
h ighly 
in te llig e n t 
rationalizer, he denied 
that he was moving 
toward a first-strike 
capability, but that 
was the interpretation 
put on it by those with a broad 
background of knowledge in nuclear 
strategy 
In fighting the cuts in the defense 
b u d g e t im p o se d by th e H o u se. 
Schlesinger used language so strong as to 
offend Chairman George Mahon of the 
committee It happens that Mahon is an 
old friend of President Ford 
As for detente, the Secretary of 
Defense was again a subtle opponent of 
Secretary Kissinger’s policy of seeking 
an agreement with the Soviet Union 
limiting offensive nuclear weapons He 
espoused the cruise missile, the newest 
nuclear weapon that is a threat to any 
agreement since it does not come under 
the limitations defined by the President 
and Leonid Brezhnev, in their meeting at 
Vladivostok 
With the development of the Trident 
submarine and the new manned bomber, 
the budget carved out by Schlesinger and 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff met with 
resistance even from those in Congress 
long sympathetic to the demands of the 
Pentagon 
His successor, Donald Kumsfeld. faces

West says that there is par­ 
ticular need now to evaluate 
the revenue needs of all local 
governm ents on a cu rren t 
basis. 
“The proper approach in our 
view is to apply a uniform 
provision to all local govern­ 
ments which limits property 
tax increases to a level in 
which revenues are adjusted 
for population, workload and 
i n f l a t i o n 
f a c t o r s , ”

“ As we have seen, bills to 
freeze tax rates are ineffec­ 
tive against assessm ent in­ 
creases. Bills to freeze assess­ 
ments are equally defective in 
promoting taxpayer justice," 
he stated. 


at 43 a remarkably difficult test If he 
comes together with Kissinger in agree­ 
ment on a Salt II position, he must con­ 
vince the hardliners and the skeptics in 
Congress that this does not im pair 
America’s capacity to retaliate against a 
Soviet strike. 
By comparison, the posts Rumsfeld 
has thus far held, even that of No 7 as­ 
sistant to the President, are minor For a 
brilliant, able and exceedingly ambitious 
younger m an. th is is a su p rem e 
challenge. 
Within the adm inistration, Nelson 
Rockefeller’s exit may have been con­ 
sidered a sufficient 
sop to the ul­ 
traconservatives in the P resident's 
party. It got rid of what Howard 
Calloway, the singularly inept Ford cam ­ 
paign director, had called a “ problem ” 
That is likely to prove a vain hope 
Ronald Reagan, soon to announce his 
candidacy for president against Ford in 
the Republican prim aries, immediately 
singled out the Schlesinger dismissal as 
proof of the adm inistration’s weakness 
on the military-Communist issue. This 
was the reaction of a knee-jerk conser­ 
vative 
Let's face it, there are knee-jerk con­ 
servatives as well as knee-jerk liberals, 
the latter so often the target of the right 
wing. 
That the prospect of a Salt II agree­ 
ment should become a political issue as 
early as the first prim aries next year, 
which Reagan seems to be promising, is 
dismaying This can carry over into the 
election, thereby confirming the gloomy 
prediction of the pessimists that it is 
useless to trv to make anv advance in 
1976. 
Lots of help will come from that spear 
carrier in the big weapons chorus, Sen 
Henry M Jackson, a ranking candidate 
for the Democratic nomination for presi­ 
dent The news of Sehlesinger’s dismis­ 
sal had hardly been leaked when Jackson 
rushed to television and radio to express 
his shock and norror th at one of 
America’s principal defenders had been 
made to walk the plank 
Since in­ 
creasingly Jackson has become a one- 
issue candidate, with weapons and the 
threat of the Soviet Union as his prin­ 
cipal theme, he has dropped in the pop­ 
ularity ratings 
As an occasional alternative, he jumps 
on the big oil companies as the root of all 
evil But he can be counted on, given the 
competition in the ever-growing field of 
D em ocratic hopefuls, to thump the 
weapons tub 
In the game of nuclear arm am ent and 
disarmament, there can be no still pond, 
no more moving The momentum out of 
Salt I. such as it was. must be kept up A 
year lost may put an end once and for all 
to the attem pt to check the drift toward 
confrontation and nuclear war. 
However sincere their motives, those 
who fight detente should ask where their 
course leads A reversion to the cold war 
can only mean sterile rhetoric and ever 
bigger military budgets Is there any joy, 
any hope, in such a prospect?

WASHINGTON— Of the millions that 
ex-President Nixon distributed to make 
good his campaign cry “ law and order.” 
a staggering amount was spent to main­ 
tain order for his own well-being 
Through the Law Enforcement As­ 
sistance Administration $3.5 million of 
the taxpayers’ money was given to 
Florida to help keep 
the peace during the 
1972 conventions. 
A nother 
$558,924 
was bequeathed to the 
San Clemente, Calif., 
police to m ake the 
area safer for Richard 
Nixon 
T h e 
g r a n t s 
to 
F lorida, of course, 
benefited Republicans 
and Democrats alike, 
since both parties held 
their conventions in 
Miami Beach in 1972 
Internal docu­ 
ments. intended for official eyes only, 
tell how the money was spent: 
—The police departm ents of Miami 
and Miami Beach received more than $2 
million It was spent for overtime police 
pay, portable radios, closed circuit tv 
monitoring systems, mobile communica­ 
tion vans, night vision devices, high- 
in tensity lights, photographic and 
protective equipment. 
— Because the 250 state highway 
patrolmen assigned to the Democratic 
convention complained about the com­ 
munications problem. LEAA allotted 
$79,795 to purchase 325 “ helmet type por­ 
table radios” in time for the Republican 
convention 
—Another $50,385 w as granted to 
provide Florida police with sophisticated 
equipment to make radio broadcasting 
more secure for “ highly confidential 
communications.” 
To control the rowdies, a $24,786 
grant was awarded to replenish stocks 
“after the present supply of tear gas is 
exhausted .” 
—There were other cash grants for 
miscellaneous purposes, including $2,112 
for Dr 
Robert P. Johnson to handle 
“ such things as stress and strain, minor 
lacerations and wounds possibly occurr­ 
ing and treatm ent of common disorders 
such as colds, fevers and influenza.” 
The San Clemente police, meanwhile 
spent their money on riot gear and police 
vehicles including a Ford Bronco pick-up 
truck suitable for bouncing along the 
California beach below Nixon's seaside 
estate 
Footnote: Our associate Bob Owens, 


who has been conducting a three-month 
investigation of LEAA, reports that no 
federal funds will be offered Kansas City 
or New York City for the 1976 conven­ 
tions. Nor will the equipment from 
Florida be transferred to the new con­ 
vention sites. 
PAYOLA SCANDAL: The record com­ 
panies promote their hits with a bag of 
dirty tricks that would shame the CIA. 
We first began exposing the payola 
racket in March, 1972. We charged that 
the industry offers free vacations, fur­ 
nishes prostitutes, provides automobiles 
and pays cash under the table to disc 
jockeys and other radio officials to get 
records played. 


Our exposes goaded the Federal Com­ 
munications Commission into an in­ 
vestigation. Four grand juries have now 
returned indictments against 19 record 
industry officials. 


One of our sources, Mike Viner of 
Pride Records, has agreed to shed his 
anonymity and speak for the record 
Here are more of the disclosures he has 
made in a written statem ent; 


—Major record companies hire outside 
promoters to push records. No questions 
are asked about how they spend money. 
Some of it, said Viner, is paid directly to 
radio program directors in exchange for 
airing records. 


—Fred Rector, one of those who has 
been indicted, received thousands of 
dollars from MGM Records to “ sew up” 
radio stations, swore Viner. 
—Various methods are used to pay off 
b r o a d c a s te r s .

record officials. He paid the hotel’s 
m aitre d’ a $500 “ tip.” then listed the 
sum on h is e x p e n se a c c o u n t as 
“ bribery.” Viner’s honesty, of course, 
got him into hot w ater with MGM 
Records. 
MGM has since sold it record division, 
and the recording company is under new 
ownership and management. 
Footnote: Bill Gavin, whose respected 
“ Gavin Report” is read throughout the 
record industry, attacked Viner and 
called his charges “unsupported.” 


On the contrary, Viner’s statem ents 
have been backed up not only by con­ 
fidential sources high in the record in­ 
dustry but by some of the men Viner ac­ 
cused. 


Several broadcasters, who are named 
by Viner in his statem ents to us and to 
the Federal Communications Commis­ 
sion. have confessed they got money 
from record firms. We have printed their 
admissions. 


Thus it appears that Gavin, in his 
hurry to protect the record industry, 
neglected to check the facts.

Long wait 
for meals 


Readers may recall a little note here 
some days ago hinting that the govern­ 
ment had m andated the serving of 
lunches to needy school children. Here 
are more details: 
Lompoc Unified 
School District must come up with a plan 
by July 1. 1976, for feeding the hungry 
and must implement the plan beginning 
July 1, 1977 For all 
practical purposes the 
district would be put­ 
ting food on the table 
beginning in the fall of 
1977. 
E a c h 
n e e d y 
youngster is to receive 
a Type A lunch The 
W i l l i a m s 
R e p o r t 
which was published 
in March of 1974 says a 
lunch must contain the 
following in order to 
be designated Type A 
Two ounces of lean meat, poultry or fish, 
or two ounces of cheese, or one egg, or 
one-half cup cooked dry beans or dry 
peas, or four tablespoons of peanut but­ 
ter. “or an equivalent of any combina­ 
tion of the above.” Three-quarters of a 
cup serving consisting of two or more 
fruits or vegetables or both One slice 
whole-grain or enriched bread, or serv­ 
ing of roll, biscuit, or muffin made of 
whole grain or enriched meal. One teas­ 
poon of either butter or margarine; and 
a half pint of milk. And somewhere in the 
meal, ther must be foods that have 
vitamins C and A. 


Supervisor Francis H. Beattie, who is 
known to his friends as “ M utt.” was tell­ 
ing me some of his views the other day 
when he dropped the name “ Whitey 
Bloom.” Yes. he was referring to Dr. 
Clarence Bloom, schools superintendent.

Paul Comer tells me that the Los 
Angeles man who was growing the 
flower, statice on the five-acre Comer 
family parcel at Highway 246 and 
Campbell Road has gone but Comer says 
he’s going to continue the project on his 
own.
